The Minister declared that the 
Union Government had many critics 
and few defenders, but he was of the 
opinion that in most cases its course 
had been right In essential matters, 
and it was now a time when plans 
and policies for the future should be 
laid and when the field should be 
token In behalf of these policies.

377.55, being a slight increase over 1918. Re-insurance premiums amounted 
to $102,412.51* Gross insurance In force at December 31st, 1919. was $81,754,- 
334.00. the premiums thereon being $465,892.24. Re-insurance in force at the 
end of the year was $8,907,048.00, the premiums on which amounted to $119,- 
174.73. Net insurance in force at December 31st, 1919, was $22,847,287, on 
which the premiums were $336,717.51. 

As regards "fire waste” in Canada, the year 1919 showed an improve¬ 
ment over the previous yeas, the estimated total losses in the Dominion, be¬ 
ing $23,207,647. as compared with estimates of $31,875,844 in 1918. and $20.- 
086,086 In 1917. Last year, however, from the standpoint of forest fires, was 
one of the most disastrous in a period of over twenty years.

The refusal of the Senate of the University 
of British Columbia to discuss the question of the 
affiliation of the Victoria High Sehool with the 
university for a two-year course in Arts does not 
mean that the proposal has been rejected. It 
means rather that the matter will go again before 
the Board of Governors of the university. The 
Senate already is on record in favor of the pro¬ 
posal which was submerged when it reached the 
Board of Governors. The latter will be given an 
opportunity to reconsider its attitude, and we 
hope it will do so. May we point out that the 
controversy is not being helped by the attempts 
to create in the minds of the public the impres¬ 
sion that a two-year course in Arts in the Vic¬ 
toria High School would cost $100,0001 That 
would be one-fourth the cost of the whole uni¬ 
versity, and the reiteration of so absurd an esti¬ 
mate does more harm than good to the university 
itself. It is well known that Victoria already has 
the equivalent of one year in Arts at the univer¬ 
sity, and that all that is needed is the addition of 
a second year to that course.

tation—a clean, ener¬ 
getic fuel, rich in heat¬ 
ing properties, low in 
waste and small in cost 
when quality is con¬ 
sidered. 


According to the President of the Canadian 
Reconstruction Association during the first seven 
months of the current fiscal year 79.2 per cent, of 
all the imports into Canada for consumption 
came from the United States. On those imports 
Canada has to pay a premium on account of ex¬ 
change which now amounts to at least 
$100,000,000 a year. 

This condition emphasizes the serious eco¬ 
nomic consequences to Canada of the continued 
adverse balance of trade with the United States. 
By importing so much more from our neighbor 
than we are selling to it we are piling up an in¬ 
debtedness against ourselves which aggregates 
several hundred million dollars a year. The Mon¬ 
treal Heraldin discussing this situation takes an 
alarming view, declaring that Canada is virtually 
entering a condition of economic servitude to the 
United States in this way. Our contemporary 
advocates as a remedy that Canadians discontinue 
baying in the United States goods which can be 
produced in Canada. “Not one cent,” it says, 
“should be sent to the United States except for 
goods we need, which we cannot ourselves pro¬ 
duce. Of course, it is foolish to talk of cutting 
off all our imports from the United States. There 
affi many things which the geographical position 
and more highly developed manufacturing in¬ 
dustries of our neighbor make it to our advan¬ 
tage to buy from him, but let us buy sensibly, 
and not in the madly reckless way in which we 
arc now buying every product In the American 
market. 

“We can free ourselves from the strangle-hold 
that is on us by buying Canadian goods in pref¬ 
erence to all others, and speeding up production 
to meet the home demand. To talk about our 
expanding exports is idiocy if we arc exporting 
commodities which we ourselves need, and filling 
up the gap with goods bought at fabulous prices 
aud at staggering added premiums from the 
United States. 

“We must support the ‘Made in Canada’ 
movement, and the ‘Buy in Canada’ movement, 
every one of us.” 

The advice for Canadians to cease importing 
from the United States goods that are being pro¬ 
duced in the Dominion, whenever it is possible to 
do so, while not new, is eminently sound, subject 
only to the consideration that home producers do 
pot take advantage of the situation to raise their 
prices, already sky-high. If the Canadian manu¬ 
facturers and other purveyors of Canadian pro¬ 
ducts will deal fairly with the Canadian con¬ 
sumers whose patriotism would give them prac¬ 
tically a market closed to outside competition, 
there will be a very general acceptance of the 
advice to patronize Canadian goods exclusively. 
But if an attempt were made to exploit that 
patriotfttn with extortionate prices—the cus¬ 
tomary sequel to a highly protective tariff—we 
would find the Canadian people buying wherever 
"they could whether at home or abroad.

To the Editor.—The letters In your 
recent issue* on the above subject 
are not very convincing and don’t 
touch the real "spot." To the writer ; 
It seems that the most natural and 
sensible time for sleep is during dark- 
nees and for work and recreation dur¬ 
ing daylight, and that the system 
that will most nearly secure these is 
most conducive to our health The 
usual method of sleeping one or two 
hour* before midnight and five or 
six hours after am* taking much of 
our recreation In artificial light Is 
unhygenic and undoubtedly a con¬ 
tributory cause of much Ill-health. 

While putting the clock forward 
one hour does hot equalise the hours 
of sleep before and after midnight. It 
does help in that direction, giving one 
hour more of sleep before midnight if 
we retire at the same time by the 
clock as we did before the change. It 
also gives one hour more of day light 
in which to work or recreate (!). 
thus helping to counteract, in some 
measure, the evils of the system 
which robs us of our "beauty" sleep 
and of our daylight for recreation. 

Remember the old adage. "One 
hour’s sleep before midnight Is worth 
two hours after.'*

T HE NIPIGON WATER 8 have long been fameJ ns the favorite haunt of sperkled trout, but for a aoviee who 
has never spent more than a few hour* in book and lino fishing, to land the prize trout of tho season is quite 
unheard of. Yet that is precisely what waa dona last season by Mr. A. 8 . Brown, of Klngsvilla, Out., who 
has been proaouneed the winner of tho Nipigon Trophy, whieb is annually awarded by Canadiau National Rail¬ 
ways to the angler cateblng the largest trout of the season in accordance with the conditions of tho competition. 

Competitors must be non residents. The fish shall be a true speckled trout, not a lake or gray trout. It must 
be caught in Nipigon waters during the lawful season, and by rod and line, with either a fly or a single hook with 
bait. A regular affidavit ae to the eateh, or an exact copy thereof, shall be used in filing entry, signed by the 
angler .together with tho certification of two or more persons, who shall thereby vouch for the facts of tho entry. 

This affidavit is to bo filed with the Manager of Nipigon Lodge within two weeks, or with the Manager of 
Canadian National^IIotela, Toronto, within one month of tho eateh. 

Mt. Brown, the winner in 1919, is President and Manager of the Northern Fish Company, and also President 
of the Laka Erie Fishermen’* Assoeiation. To quote his own words, he says: “While my business is commercial 
fishing, I do not hesitate to say that a very few hours at the most is all the time 1 have ever spent la hook and 
lino fishing; so it goes to show that a novieo Is as likely to eateh a prize trout, where fishiog is good, as is tho 
old and seasoned." % # 

Mr. Brown's party, which included Mrs. Brown, Mr. and Mrs. Wads and Miss Helen Wade, of Detroit, 
arrived at Nipigon Isodge on July 85th and spent the following ten daye at the Lodge, making frequent trips to 
Virgin Falls In the launch Arrow, which is operated from tho Lodge by Mr. Noil McDougall. On August flth, at 
Virgin Falls, Mr. Brown made the big eateh which won him his trophy, using a 6 o*. rod, Shakespeare reel, 25 yd. 
eilea line, fly hook, Colorado spinner and no bait. It.waa a fine specimen, 24*/4 inches long, 14V4 inches in girth 
and weighing fl'i pounds. 

Of Nipigon District, Mr, Brosm says: "It is a most beautiful »pot and well worth the time sphnf there, oven though 
we had never caught a fish. Wo spent many pleasant hours r«ing and canoeing along the sborrfc of Orient Bay 
and up a little stream which winds in and out among the liiglf roeka, and if yon go up far enough you will find 
that it starts from prnctieally from nowhere between two high walls of rock. Along the shore of this stream, »n 
the evening, we saw as many as five aad six fine moose. They seemed little disturbed at seeing u *» ai a * 
we made no noise they were in ho hurry to leave.

With one lifeboat missing, part of

The Second Storm. 

The Empress made good weather 
until atmut mld-Pacific when a 
second storm of even greater violence 
than the first was encountered. The 
wind set in from the northeast und 
a wicked sea worked up which buf¬ 
feted the ship. The Japan ploughed 
ahead until the sea became so heavy 
that she buried herself. Her speed 
was reduced. For a day and a half 
the ship was used os a plaything by 
the storm. The passengers welcomed 
with a great sigh of relief the first 
sign of the abatement of the gale. 

After emerging from the second 
storm the Empress of Japan en¬ 
countered moderate gales and seas 
until reaching this port. She was 
unable to regain any of the time she 
lost while bucking the great storm.

To get to the 
boats' ^eck two flights of steps had 
to be climbed, and this these little 
fellows succeeded in doing, in spite 
of their awful injuries. They were 
placed in the boats, where their in¬ 
juries. as far as circumstances would 
permit, were attended to by the 
ship's surgeon.

noon. The Minister said he had not 
intended to take part in the debate, 
but the misleading remarks and ac¬ 
cusations of Mr. Bowser h&d forced 
him to his feet. And since he had 
become a participant In the debate, 
he wished to add his congratulations 
to those already expressed to Mr. 
Speaker Keen. He referred feeling¬ 
ly to the late Frank Mobley, whom, 
he characterised as a true pioneer, 
a man who was every man's friend 
and whose friendship stood the test 
of time. 

Replica to Criticism. 

Mr. Barrow lost no time in taking 
up the arraignment of the I^and Set¬ 
tlement Board by the Leader of the 
Opposition, going Into the history of 
that branch of the agricultural de¬ 
partment and explaining in detail the 
Inauguration and working out of the 
community, or co-operative, scheme 
at Camp Merville. He first answered 
the charge that the land was not 
suitable by saying that the expert 
opinion of Prof. Roving had been se¬ 
cured.

Regarding the class of men en¬ 
gaged for the work. Mr. Barrow said 
that about 25 per cent of those who 
first went to Merville had quit. This 
was after they had made a trial and 
become convinced that they did not 
wish to stay. He regretted that a 
wrong Impression had been given 
some of the men, saying that many 
men who had never before farmed 
were led to believe that farming 
meant waving fields of grain and fat 
stock in abundance, and that they 
were not prepared for pioneer con¬ 
ditions. However, the ipen who had 
stuck with the game, he said, were 
the finest typo that could be found 
and were determined to make a suc¬ 
cess of the venture. And he was 
satisfied that they had a splendid 
opportunity. 

The Minister touched upon the 
question of a co-operative store. Cer¬ 
tain men had approached the 
board regarding taking over the store 
at Merville which was operated by 
the Land Settlement Board. There 
was a stock of $11,000 in this store, 
and the men were only able to raise 
$2,000. Finally, the idea was aban¬ 
don'd. He stated that unfortunate¬ 
ly often the men who were leaders in 
these movements had some “axe to 
grind.” 

Ths Criticized Letter. 

Mr. Barrow next read the Jetter 
written to the men at Merville. a let¬ 
ter which he said had apparently 
caused a lot of misunderstanding and 
brought forth criticism when none 
was due. This letter, he said, mere¬ 
ly fnforrqed the settlers on the Mer¬ 
ville lands that the Government 
was doing all In its power for the vet¬ 
erans and was determined that 
everything possible should be done 
to make the undertaking a success.

the question of there being 2,000 acres 
of waste land, that was untrue. There 
were from 700 to 1,000 acres of waste 
land, and this was known t<^ exist 
when the deal was consummated. 
Waste land was found In every tract 
of 5,000 or 6,000 acres, he said. 

Mr. Barrow then outlined the work 
of the Land Settlement Board in Cen¬ 
tral British Columbia, stating that 
last year the department had estab¬ 
lished areas at Smithers. ITlnce 
George, Francois Lake. Colleymount 
(Francois Lake) Tatalaaka, Rose 
Lake, Alexandria, Marten Lake and 
Ten Mile Lake, aggregating. 69,660 
acres. He said these lands would be 
made ready for allotment as soon as i 
possible, and meanwhile, other inter¬ 
ests were at work forcing develop¬ 
ment, and many new settlers wore 
being brought Into the country. 

Mr. Barrow said new creameries 
would be established at Vaaderhoof 
and Quesnel next Summer.
